Caribbean,” say s a bulletin from the 
Washington (D. C.) headquarters of 
the National Geographic society . 
“The most southerly island of the 
West Indies and the largest of the 
British islands in the Caribbean with 
the exception of Jamaica, ly ing just 
a few hundred feet from the Venezuela 
coast, Trinidad ships y early to the 
United States more asphalt and bi­ 
tumen than all the other countries of 
the world combined. 
Our 80,000-ton 
importation from Trinidad, however, 
is only about one-fourth of the quan­ 
tity used in the United States. Much 
, of our road material is a by -product 
j of the petroleum and coal tar indus- 
j tries. 
Supply Seems Inexhaustible, 
“When Sir Walter Raleigh stopped 
on the shores of Trinidad to ‘pay ’ his 
j vessels with pitch from the famous 
‘lake,’ he declared that there was 
enough of the substance for all the 
vessels of the world for centuries to 
come, and even the demand which 
modern civilization has put upon the 
supply has scarcely changed the truth 
of his statement. 
“About a mile from the shore, near 
La Brea, the peculiar phenomenon, 
which has betMi variously termed an 
‘inferno,’ a ‘Sty gian pool,’ and ‘the 
fountain of Sty x,’ is located. 
Had 
Dante known of its existence, It prob­ 
ably would have served to stimulate 
! his Imagination to still more fantastic 
flights. 
However, 
the 
lake 
about 
which so many interesting stories have 
been told does not deserve its repu­ 
tation. 
A man who contemplated sui- 
, cide in its black depths would die of 
| starvation before the ooze dragged 
him in above his knees. 
“The situation produced by walking 
over its surface is much like that of 
treading upon some great beast whose 
• flesh gives beneath the feet—it is soft, 
I blood-warm, and the wrinkles over its 
surface in the blinding light of the 
sun seem to rise and fall with his 
: breathing and the water which gath- 
1 ers in the furrows suggests that the 
¡animal is perspiring. 
“Tt Is said that the area of the 
pitch-bearing lake is 110 acres and no 
one knows how deep it is. 
There is 
! nn almost uncanny feature connected 
¡with the removal of the asphalt from 
the area. 
Rails and sleepers have 
been built out into the lake and each 
day the laborers dig up chunks of the 
pitch, which break off with dry , blue­ 
flintlike fractures, and throw them 
Into a car which runs on rails. 
Each 
day they make a trough along the 
sides of the track with their picks and 
when they return the next morning the 
trough Is filled again level and solid 
for them to dig up—a furrow that Is 
never finished. 


Soars “ H eal“ by Night. 
; 
“Like the Burning Bush, the lake 
seems never to be consumed, and like 
the daughters of Danaus, who had to 
i catch water in a sieve, the men never 
<ee the results of their labors. 
At 
night a great gully runs across the 
horizon, and at dawn the surface is 
level again. 
“About every three day s, however, 
the pitch swallows up the rails and 
the sleepers and they must be raised 
and readjusted on the surface. 
“The subtle movements of this queer 
pool have produced some ‘spooky ’ ef­ 
fects—islands 
wander 
like 
lonely 
a:hi>sts from shore to shore; sometimes 
a tree trunk sticks up out of the sur­ 
face like the arm clothed in whi(y 
samite which bore ‘Excalibur,’ points 
its warning finger, and again is drawn 
back into the Cimmerian depths, 
j 
“One writer has estimated that at 
least 10,000,000 ton» » of the mixture 
have been churned into asphalt by gas 
during the ages in Bitch lake, which is 
known as Devil’s cauldron among the 
natives. About 4,000,000 tons have al­ 
ready been removed, and by 19 20 the 
surface of the lake had fallen 15 feet 
below its former level. 
Once during 
its history the viscous(fluid overflowed 
Its banks and made its way to the sea 
near La Brea. Now the world’s supply 
is shipped from Brighton, which fairly 
reek.s .of its stock in trade. 
Asphalt 
boulders stick up out of the sand along 
the shore like my sterious black sea 
worms, the piles of the piers are 
caked with pitch, the pavements are of 
the same material, and the black chil­ 
dren of the island play with dolls 
whose little black faces and bodies 
are made of pitch. 
Columbus Saw Island Peaks. 
“The island is really a beautiful re 
?ort, its roads are excellent, and it 
Is easy to reach from the Venezuela 
ihore, its green trees towering on the 
*ky line from far out at sea. 
On his 
third voy age Columbus saw its three 
mountain peaks, which gave it 
its 
name, rise out of the sea on July 31, 
149 8. 
At the foot of these hills clus­ 
ters the group of buildings which 
forms the capital city . Port of Spain, 
a 
rather nondescript modem town 
which has grown up on the charred 
ruins of the old Spanish city , 
i 
“Though the island has been Brit­ 
ish since 179 7. it is as poly glot as 
¡Zanzibar; 
negroes, 
mulattoes from 
j high y ellow to ginger. French Span- 
j tards, Venezuelans, Chinamen. East In 
dians. Tamils, Americans and English 
¡loiter In its streets or hang over its 
» baleontaB."

Wash.—How an experi­ 
ence In the early life of Leon Trotzky , 
which resulted in saving him from exe­ 
cution by the Russian czurist govern­ 
ment, made him a convert to com­ 
munism was related recently by his 
cousin, Mrs. Rose Kombllt of Manson,

The mother of Trotzky and 
Mrs. Kornbilt were sisters. 
> 
When quite y oung, Trotzky , whose 
real name is Leon 
Brunshtoen, was 
sent by his wealthy parents, David and 
Anna Brunshtoen, from their home in 
southern Russia to European schools, 
Mrs. Kornbilt said. 
He sy mpathized 
with fellow students less fortunately 
situated than himself, and divided his 
means with them. 
Later, Trotzky was jailed by the 
ezarist g overnment on a charg e of be­ 
ing a Socialist, and was condemned to 
(iie. 
It was then that the friendly acts 
toward his fellow students bore their 
fruit. 
They started to dig a tunnel 
into his cell and effected his escape on 
the nig ht before he was to have been 
hang ed, his cousin related. 
Dressed in feminine g arments, 
he 
tied to Paris, and kept himself In se­ 
clusion until the vigilance of the Rus­ 
sian secret police was relaxed. 
Then 
he came to America, where he assumed 
the name of Trotzky to help in avoid­ 
ing detection. 
“ So, it Is only natural that Leon 
would believe in communism,” Mrs. 
Kornbilt said. 
“ He gave to the poor 
and in return the poor ga ve him what 
could not be bought with money —his 
freedom.” 
His parents did not know for y ears 
after his escape that he had not been 
hRnged. After his return to Russia and 
his rise to the head of the Red array , 
he rejoined

revolution, she had lost her wealth. 
She now resides In Leningrad. 
Mrs.

her husband, 
Aaron Kornbilt, resides on ten acres of 
highly productive orchard land on the 
shores of Lake Chelan, no t'fa r frnrn 
this city . 
She left Russia in 1i)07 for 
fear of persecution of the Jews, and 
came to America in 19 18. 
In Sea ttle 
where she landed, she met and 
ried her husband, who also had fled the 
Jewish persecutions in Russia.

If they had believed what J esus told 
them about His death and resurrec­ 
tion they would have escaped this 
great disappointment. 
The topic of 
conversation was the tragedy of the 
cross and the resurrection rumors. 
If 
they had believed what He said about 
coming forth 
from the grave they 
would have been ex pecting to hear just 
such reports as were being circulated. 
II. 
The 
Unrecognized 
Companion 
(vv. 16-24). 
1. Who He Was—J esus (v. 15). 
While they reasoned together on the 
wonderful events of the last few day s 
J esus joined them. 
Even when He 
questioned them concerning their sad­ 
ness 
they 
did 
not 
recognize 
Him. 
Many times we are so taken up with 
our sorrows and disappointments that 
we do not recognize J esus walking by 
our side. 
2. His Question (v. 17). 
Perceiving their sadness and per­ 
plex ities, He sought to help by calling 
forth a statement of their grief. 
3. Their Answer (v. 18). 
His question so surprised them that 
they jumped at the conclusion that IP 
was a stranger in J erusalem, for the 
condemnation and crucifix ion of the 
great Prophet of Nazareth were so re­ 
cent and notorious that no one that 
had lived in J erusalem could be igno­ 
rant of them. 
One valuable feature 
of the unbelief of the disciples was 
that It revealed the fact that they 
were not credulous enthusiasts, but 
hard to convince. Out of this incredu­ 
lity of the disciples developed

shaken faith In Christ’s resurrection.

He did not rebuke them for not be­ 
lieving the strange stories that they 
had heard, but for ignorance and lack 
of confidence in the Old Testament 
Scriptures. 
They had only accepted 
such parts of the Old Testament as 
suited their notions. 
Men and women 
who do not believe all that the Scrip­ 
tures say about the work of the blessed 
Savior are entirely blameworthy . The 
very center and heart of the Old Tes­ 
tament Scriptures set forth the death 
and resurrection of Christ. 
It Is ig­ 
norance of the Scriptures and unbelief j 
of the wonders and complete redemp- j 
tlon wrought by Christ that robs us of ( 
many joy s, and power and efficiency j 
as workers for Christ. 
2. J esus Recognized (vv. 31-35). 
While sitting at meat with the dis­ 
ciples their ey es were opened a* they 
saw Him bless the bread and distribute 
it to them. 
We, too, can see the Lord 
on such common occasions as eating a 
meal, if we have open ey es. 
Indeed we ought to see Him when 
eating, selling, buy ing and in our recre- 
ations, for lie has promised us His 
presence. 
They were so filled with 
joy over this revelation of the Savior 
that they hastened back to J erusalem

Pueblo Grande, Nev., the ancient city 
found recently In the “ valley of tire.” 
A considerable quantity of pottery 
has been uncovered, and it is said to 
be unlike any thing hitherto found on 
the American continent. 
As soon as weather conditions per­ 
mit further ex plorations will be un­ 
dertaken by W. H. Hurrington, repre­ 
senting the Hey e Foundation of Amer­ 
ican Indian Research and the Smith­ 
sonian Institution. 
Mr. Harrington at present is super­ 
intending ex cavation at 
the 
Pueblo 
Grande, where almost every day he is 
finding evidence that convinces him 
this city ex isted some 2,000 y ears ago 
and was occupied for 
1,000 y ears be­ 
fore it was abandoned for some un­ 
known cause. 
He has uncovered 
18 
tombs, containing vessels decorated in 
j turquoise and pearl 
shell

small beads. The length of the city of 
i antiquity has been established at six 
miles. 
F. W. Hodge, curator of the H ey e 
foundation, has recommended an ap­ 
propriation ample to ex cavate the en­ 
tire city . 
It is estimated the work 
will cost around $ 100,000.
